no restriction^ against them. An ex- 
amination of tho records of tho pout 
ofllciJ department shows that there 
arc 257 curriers In tho rural communi- 
ties who nro women, and 1,000 'substi- 
tute curriers arc of tho same sex. Tills 
would not bo a very significant show- 
ing were It not for tho fact that the 
advont of women In this capacity Is n 
comparatively recent Innovation, For 
several years after tho servlco wan 
established It was not contemplated 
by post ofllco officials that the posl- 
tlon of carrier was ono which.would 
bo Bought by members oC tho weaker 
ne.\. 
But somehow they crept 
In;

Need of Foresight. 


In utilizing and conserving the natural 
noiircoH of tho nation tho ono charac- 


teristic morn essential than any other Is 
foresight. 
Unfortunately, 
foresight IH 


not usually elniruclerlHtlc of a young and 
vlcoroim poople, nnd It Is obviously not 
a mnrkcd characteristic of us In tho 
United Htnti-H. Yet ansiireilly It should bo 
tho growing nation with n fiituro which 
takes tho long look ahead; and no other 
nation IH crowing HO rapidly as ours or 
lias a future HO full of promlHo, No other 
nation enjoys BO wonderful u measure of 
present prosperity which can of right 
ho treated an an earnest of future BUC- 
cc«s. and for no other are tho rewards 
of forcHlnbt HO Ki'i'at, HO certain, ami HO 
enslly foretold. 


Tho conservation of our natural ro« 


•otirccH and their proper URO constitute 
the fundamental problem which underlies 
almost every other problem of our na- 
tional life. Unless we maintain an ade- 
quate material basin for our civilization, 
«r« can not maintain tho Inntltutlons In 
which w« taUo HO great nnd Just a prldo; 
nnd to wn»to and destroy our natural 
resources nivatiH to tiiulennlnu this, ma- 
terial basis. During tho -laHt live years 
efforts havo been niude In several now 
directions In tlm government service, to 
get our peoplo to look ahead, to exerclHo 
forosleht, und to Biibslltuto a planned and 
orderly development of our resources In 
the place of a haphazard striving for 
Immediate profit.. Tho effort has been 
tnndo through nnvoral agencies. 


In 1W1" the reclamation service negnn 


to devflop tho larger opportunities of tho 
western half of our country for Irriga- 
tion, The work Includes ull tho states 
from tho great plains through tho Jlochy 
mountains to tho Pnclllc slope. It has 
been conducteV with tho clear iind dell- 
nlto purpose at using tho valuable water 
resources of the public land for tha 
crontent good for tho greatest number In 
tho long run: In other words, for thn 
purpose of puv«ng upon tho hind perma- 
nent homo makers who .will uso nnd 
develop It for themselves nnd for their 
children and cjilldren'n children. There 
has been opposition, of course, ' to this 
work of tho reclamation service; for we 
havo been obliged to antagonize certain 
men whoso Interest It was to exhaust for 
their own temporary personal profit nat- 
ural resources which ought to bo devel« 
oped through use, so an to be conserved 
for the permanent common advantage of 
tho people as a whole, lint there will ho 
no halt ln«.tho work of preserving tho 
waters wlileli head In tho-Rocky moun- 
tain region no as to mako them of most 
use to tho people its a wholo; for tho 
policy Is essential to our national wel- 
fare. 


Operations of Land Laws. 


The public lands of tlm United States 


should bo utilized In similar fashion. Our 
present ,publlo land laws worn passed 
when there was a vast surplus of vacant 
public land. 
Tho chief deslro was to 


secure settlers the!eon, and.comparative- 
ly slight attention was paid as to exactly 
how tho lands \vero disposed of In de- 
tail. In consequence, lax execution of 
the laws became the rule both In tho land 
ofllco und In tho public mind, and land 
frauds wcro common and little noted. 
This was especially true when a nystein 
originally designed for the fertile and 
Well-watered regions of the mlddlu west 
was applied to the dryer regions of tlm 
great plains and to tho mountains nnd 
the 1'adllc coast. In these 'regions tlm 
nyHteni lent Itself to fraud, nnd much 
land panned out of tlm hands of the gov- 
ernment without-passing Into tho hands 
of tho homo maker; Tho department of 
tho Interior and tho department of justice 
joined 
In 
prosecuting 
tlm 
offenders 


against the law; but both tho law and 
Its administration worn defective nnd 
needed to be chanced. Thre» ycursjngo 
H public lands commission was appoint- 
ed to scrutinize tho law nnd tho facts 
and to recommend u remedy. Their ex- 


nmlnntlon specifically showed ths ex- 
istence of great frauds upon tho public 
domain, -und their reconirtmndatlons for 
changes In tho law wero made with tho 
design of conserving tho natural re- 
sources of every,part of the public land 
by putting It to'its best lisa. Attention 
was especially culled to tho prevention of 
settlement by tlm passage of great areas 
of public lands Into tho-.hands of a few 
men, nnd to tho enormous vmato caused 
by unrestricted grazing on tlm open 
rungo; n system of using tlm natural 
forage on' tho public., dornnln 
which 


amounts to putting n premium on Its 
destruction. The recommendations of tlm 
public lands commission wero sound, for 
they 'wern especially In tho Interest of 
tlm actual home maker; and where the 
small homo maker could not utilize the 
land, It was provided that tho govern- 
ment should keep "control of It so that 
It could not ho monopolized by a few 
wealthy men. 
Congress hus not, yet 


acted upon these recommendations, ex- 
cept for the repeal of th» Iniquitous 
lleu-lnnd law. Hut tho recommendations 
nvi so Just and proper, so essential to our 
national welfare, that 1 belliivo they will 
surely ultimately be mloptc'l. 


Ill 1MU congress authorized tho presi- 


dent to creato natlonnl forests In the 
public domain. Theao forests reserves re- 
mained for a long tlmo In charge of 
tha general land ofTicc, which had no 
men properly trained In forestry. 
Hut 
another department, that of agriculture, 
possessed tho trained men. 
In other 


words, the government foreata were with- 
out foresters and tho government fur- 
l-stern without forests. 
Wasto of effort 


and wuiito of forests Inevitably followed. 
Finally tho situation was ended In ll'O; 
by tho creation of tho United Htatea 
forest service, which has stopp*! the 
WitHl' 
1, conserved tlm resources of the 


national forests, and mndo them useful; 
HO that our forests nro now being man- 
aged on a coherent plnn, nnd In a way 
that (Uigurs well for tho future, 


Preserve Mineral Resources. 


The mineral fuels of tho eastern United 


States havo already passed Into the 
hands of largo private owners, and those 
of tlm west nro rapidly following, This 
Bhould not be. for such, mineral resources 
belong In a peculiar degreo to tlm whole 
people, 
Under private control there Is 


much 
wasto 
from 
tho -shortslBlilsd 


methods of working, and the complete 
utilization Is often sacrificed for a greater 
Immediate, profit. The mineral fuels un 
der our present conditions are as essen- 
tial to our prosperity as tho forests will 
always be. Tho difference Is that tha 
supply IH definitely limited, for coal doeH 
not grow and trees do, It Is obvious 
that tho mineral fuels should bo con 
served, not wasted, and that enough of 
them should remain In tho hands i* 
tho government to protect the people 
against unjust or extortionate prices so 
far us that cnn still bo done. What him 
been accomplished In the regulation of 
tho greiit oil fields of tho Indian terrl 
tory offers n striking examph) of the 
good resultH of such a policy, 
l.asl 


summer, accordingly. I withdrew most 
of the conl-beiirlng public lands tempor- 
arily from disposal, and asked for tlm 
legislation necensury to protect the pub. 
Ho Interest by thu conservation of the 
mineral fileln: that Is. for tho power to 
keep tbe fee In tlm government nnd to 
lenso tho coal. oil. and gaH rights under 
proper regulation. 
No mich legislation 


was passed, but I still hopo that we shal' 
ultimately get It. 


Prevention of Frauds. 


Tor several years we have been do- 


ing everything In our power to prevent 
fraud upon tlm public land. "What can 
be dono under tho present laws Is now 
being don« through the- joint action of 
tho Interior department nnd tho depart- 
ment of Justice. Hut fully to nccompllsl- 
the prevention q[ fraud there Is need of 
further legislation and especially of n 
sufficient appropriation to permit the de- 
partment of the Interior to examine cer- 
tain classes of entries on tlm ground 
before, they pass Into private owner- 
ship. Tho appropriation asked for Innt 
winter, If granted, would hnvo put ni 
enil to tho squandering 
<»f the publli 


domain, while It would have preventei 
liny need of causing harduhlp to Indl 
vldual settlers by holding up their claims 
However, 
the appropriation was 
no 


given us. and In consequence It Is no 
possible to secure, as 1 would llko, to 
secure, tho natural resomces of tho pub- 
lic land from fraud, WIIHIU and encroach- 
ment. 
• 


So mncli for what wo are trying to do 


In ulllzlng our public lands for the pub 
lie; In securing the USD of the water, tlm 
forage, the coal and the timber for the 
public. In all four movements my chic: 
adviser, and tho mnn first to sttgges 
to me the courses which have actually 
proved so beneficial, was Mr, Olrfon 
1'lnchot, tho chief of the national fores 
service. Sir. I'lnchot also suggested to 
mo u movement supplementary to nil o; 
these movements; uno which will Itsel 
lead tho way In, the general movcmen 
which he represents and with which In 
Is actively Identified, for tho conserva- 
tion of nil our natural resources. This

waterways 'commission, 


Tho Inability of tho railroads of tile 


United BtatCH to meet tho demands 
upon them has drawn public attention 
forcibly to tho uso of our waterways 
for triisportatlon. 
Hut It Is obvious 


thnt thin IH only one of their many 
UHCH, nnd that a planned and orderlj 
development Is ImpOHHlhlo except by 
taking Into account nil tho services 
they nro capable of rendering. It was 
upon this ground that the Inland wa- 
terways commission wan recently, ap- 
pointed. 
Their duty IH to propose i 


comprehensive plnn for. ^the Jmprove- 
ment nnd utilization of those Kren 
viuterwayn which are tho great poten 
tlal highways -oC tho .country. Their 
duty Is nl«o to•' bring: . together the 
points of view of all .users of streams 
and to submit a general plnn for tho 
development and conservation of- tha 


vast natural resourcoj cf th* v»nt*r- 
vaye of the United bintcs. Clearly U 
s .ImpoHSlbje for tho waterways com- 
nlsslon to accomplish Its great task 
vlthoUt considering the relation 
of 
streams to the conservation nnd uso of. 
nil other natural resources, nnd I hnva 
asked that It do so, Hero, then, for tho 
lr«t time, the orderly dovolopemnt nnd 
>lanned conservative USD of all 
our 


lUlural resources Is presented as a 
single.problem. Ono by ono tho Indi- 
vidual, tnskn In this great problem hnv« 
already been undertaken. Ono by one 
n practical fashion th« methods of 
leallnir with them woro worked out. 
National - Irrigation has proved Itself 
i success by Its actual working. Again, 
actual expcrlenco 1ms shown that the 
intlonnl 'forests will fulllll tho larger 
purpose for which they were created. 
All who have thoughtfully studied thu 
subject have come to see that tho solu- 
tion of tho public lands question lleH 
with tho homo maker, with tho settler 
who lives on hla land nnd that gov- 
irnment- control of the mineral fuels 
ind the public trrazliiK lands U neces- 
sary and Inevitable. 
Uach of these 


conclusions represented a 
movement 


of vast huporlimcn which would confer 
largo bcnelltn upon tho nation, but 
which stood by Itself. They nro con- 
nected together Into ono great funda- 
mental problem—that 
of 
tho 
con- 


servation of nil our natural resources. 
Upon tho -wlso solution of this, much 
of our future obviously depends. ISven 
such questions as tho regulation o' 
railway rates and tho control of cor- 
porations aro In reality subsidiary to 
the primal problem of tho preservation 
In'the Interests of tho wholo people of 
the resources that nature has Riven us, 
If wo fall to snlva this problem, no 
skill in solving the others will In the 
end avail us very greatly. 
Now as to tho matter of taxation 


Most ureal civilized countries havo at 
Incomo tax nnd an Inheritance tax 
In my Judgment both should be Pnr' 
of our system of federal taxation. 1 
xpeak dlllldently about tho Income tax 
because ono schema for an Income tax 
was declared unconstitutional by thfl 
supremo court by u Ilvo to four veto; 
mid In addition It Is a dllllcult tux to 
administer In Its practical workings, 
nnd great cure would have to 1>« *x«?r- 
clued to nee. that It WilH not ovadn. 
by, thn very man whom It IH most 
nimble to have taxed, for If so cv 
It would of course be worse than 
tax at all, as tho le:i«t desirable of ''.II 
taxes Is tho tax which bears heiivlly 
upon tho honest as compared wlt'rt tin 
dishonest man. Nevertheless, a gradu- 
ated tncomo tax of tho proper typt 
would be a desirable perainnent fea- 
ture of federal luxation, and 
I mill 


hopo that ono may bo devised which the 
supremo court will declare constitu- 
tional. 


Inheritance Tax. 


In my Judgment, however, the In- 


herltnnco tax Is both a far better meth- 
od of taxation, and far moro Important 
for the purpose I havo In view—the 
purpose of having tho swollen fortunes 
of 'the country bear In proportion to 
their size a constantly Increasing bur- 
den of tnxntlon. 
These fortunes exist 


solely beeaiiHO of tho protection given 
tho owners by tho public. They are a 
constant source of care nnd anxiety 
to tho public und It Is eminently Jusl 
that they should bo forced to pay heav- 
ily for tho protection given them. 
It 


Is, of course, elementary that the na- 
tion has tho absolute right to decide al 
to tho terms upon which any man 
shall receive n bequest or dovlao from 
another. 
Wo havo repeatedly placed 


such laws on our own statute books, 
and they havo repeatedly been declared 
constitutional by tho courts. I believe 
thnt tho tax should contain tho pro- 
gressive principle. Whatever any In- 
dividual receives, whether by gift, be- 
([iifBt. or devise, In llfo or In death, 
Hhould, after a certnln 
amount 
Is 


reached, bo Increasingly burdened; and 
Iho rate of taxation should bo 
In- 


creased In proportion to tho remote- 
ness of blood of the man receiving 
from tho man giving or devising. The 
principle of this progressive taxation 
of Inheritance ban not only hern nil- 
thorlatlvely recognized by tho legisla- 
tion of congress, but It Is now un- 
equivocally adopted In the leading civ- 
Illzed nations of the world—In. for In- 
stance, Great Hrltaln, Franco and Ger- 
many. 
Switzerland led off with the 


Imposition of high progressive rates. 
Great Hrltaln was tho llrst of tho great 
nations to follow suit, and within the 
last few years both Trance and Gcr- 
amiiy havo adopted tho principle. 
In 


Great Hrltaln all estates worth ».'.,000 
or less nro practically exempt from 
death duties, while the Increase Is 
Htich tluU when 
an 
estato 
exceeds 


I&,000,UO(r In value and passes to a ills- 
'tunt kinsman or stranger In blood the 
government receives nearly 
18 
per 


cent. In France, under the pr 
system, no much of an Inheritance nn 
exceeds $10,000,000 pays over 20 per 
cent, to tho atnto If It passes to a dis- 
tant relatlv*. and live per cent. If It 
pauses to a direct heir. 
In Germany 


very Hmall Inheritance are exempt, but 
thu tax IB so sharply progressive that

taxed at tho rntu of about iJ per Cent, 
The German law Is of special Interest, 
because It makes tho Inheritance tax 
nn Imperial measure, while allotting 
to tho Individual Htates of tho empire 
n portion of tho proceeds und permlt- 
tlnB them to Impose taxes In nddltlon 
'to those imposed by the Imperial gov- 
ernment. 
In the United Htates tho na- 


tional government has more than once 
Imposed Inheritance taxes In nddltlon 
to those Imposed by the states, nnd 
In the last Instance about one-half of 
the states levied such taxes concur- 
rently with tho national government, 
making a combined maximum rate. In 
some cnBOH u« high an 2f, per cent.: 
and. as a matter of fact, several states 
adopted Inheritance tax laws for th« 
llrst time while the national law wns 
:«tlll In forco and unrepcalcd. 
The 


French law has ono feature which Is to 
Uo heartily commended. The progres- 
sive principle IH no applied that each

Now Mayor In Name Only. 


According to a statement mado by 


Acting 
District 
Attorney 
Heney, 


Mayor Schmltz, being convicted, be- 
comes .mayor In name only. Though 
unable to port'orm the duties of bis 
ofllce, under tho law of California, 
Schmltz, It IB said, still retains the 
olllce. 
A few years ago a law was 


placed upon tho statute books of the 
state that a convicted person could 
not be ousted from office until such 
conviction had been uphold by a high- 
er court. 
Aa cases move slowly on 


appeal, It Is considered likely that the 
higher court "would not pass upon this 
matter until after tho mayor's term of 
olllco has expired. 


Under 
the 
charter, 
however, 


Schmltz, by reason of his confinement 
in prison, should ho be sent there, 
would he uuablo to perform the du- 
ties of his olllce. Under tho circum- 
stances, the supervisors have no pow- 
i-d to oust him, but must select KOIIIO 
one of their number to act as mayor 
during Schmltt' disability. As chair- 
man of the finance committee of the 
board, Supervisor Gallagher would be- 
come acting mayor, leaving the gov- 
ernment practically In tbo hands of 
the prosecutors, who. If empowered 
to Install new officials, may succeed 
In effecting extensive reforms In the 
civil government.

Estimating this horsepower at a cost 
In coul at $20 per horsepower. It costs 
the factory owners of tho state near- 
ly $10,000,000 In fuel annually to run 
their factories. This enormous sum 
could bo nearly all saved to employ- 
ers and employes by partially develop- 
ing Wisconsin's water powers along 
tho rivers that are now running to 
waste. The report also shows that 
there Is an average of three buildings 
to each establishment, that one-half 
of those bulldlilgs aro constructed of 
wood, two-ilfthB of brick and tho re- 
mainder of Iron, stone or steel. 
It 


further shows that 8C. per cent of all 
tho employes of tho state are males. 
14 per cent females, und only about 
one-half of one percent arc children 
under 1C years of age. This Is a rela- 
tive docrc-aso of 87 per cent In the 
amount of child labor since 1004. 
Nearly 1,000 lire escapes were exam- 
ined by tho Inspectors also. 
Besides 


the -U'37 factories and workshops In- 
spected, the Inspectors reached 1,520 
cigar shops, bowling alleys, mercan- 
tile establishments, making a total of 
G.7C3 establishments Inspected. In ad- 
dition to this tho Inspectors granted 
11,1158 permits to work In factories, 
and there were 4,500 permits granted 
by county Judges, making a total of 
10.458 for tho biennial period. 
Of 


tho permits granted, five out of eight 
were males and threw out of eight 
females, live out of six lived with 
their parents, one out of ten with tho 
mother and tho remainder with tho 
father or other person, and In a small 
percentage of cases was tho child the 
chief support of the family. About 20 
per cent of the public school children 
receiving permits had,attonded school 
nine years, and 09 per cent had at- 
tended school four or more years. Of 
the parochial school children-receiv- 
ing permits, the' average school at- 
tendance was seven years, while only 
six per cent had attended school more 
than eight years. 
As a whole, tho 


percentage of parochial school chil- 
dren asking for permits Is much larg- 
er than the percentage of 
public 


school children, when the total popu- 
lation of these two classes of children 
aro considered. 


For Election of Delegates. 


The bill providing for the election 


of delegates to national political con- 
ventions at the April election preced- 
ing such conventions and for tho ap- 
pointments of alternates by tho state 
central committees was ordered en- 
grossed by the assembly.

BOOKS THE CONVICTS READ. 


Works on Trade Are Most Popular, 


Followed by tho Languages. 


What kind of books do convicts 


read? Contrary to the general belief 
this class of men, nt least In tho fed- 
eral prison at Leavonworth, do not 
show a marked desire for tho "blood 
and thunder" stories, nor even for 
other light fiction. 


The most popular books among tho 


prisoners In tho 7.000-volumo library 
of tho penitentiary aro text books and 
works on the various trades and lan- 
guages. 


Among tho languages Spanish Is the 


most popular, and In tho last years 
several prisoners have taught them- 
solves to read and wrlto tho language. 
The text books upon French and Ger- 
man como next In popularity, and- 
these, ns tho Spanish books, are al- 
ways out of the library. 


Tho trade books are oven more pop- 


ular than tho works on languages and 
those upon plumbing and'onglnocrlnc 


especially are spoken for In advance. 


Tho demand for books on black- 


smithing, 
bricklaying, stoncsottlng 


and other artisan labors aro always 
out of tho library. Many of the pris- 
oners are excellent workmen, as tho 
new buildings' which nro- being built 
by convict labor Indicate. 


Hooks of poetry and tho standard 


novels aro read by tho prisoners to n 
great extent and tho 
mathematical 


works nro-always In demand. Many 
of tho prisoners read Shakespeare und 
tho works of Hryant, Longfellow.and 
Whlttler have many admirers. Dick- 
ens Is a popular author often asked 
for. Robert Louis Stevenson's novels 
llnd many friends among tho convicts, 
as do tho works of Edgar Allan Poe. 


It Is not unusual for prisoners to 


ask for books upon theology. A pris- 
oner allowed to tako a book from the 
library for two weeks, at a tlmo. 
ll 


no other prisoner desires It than he 
may have'.tho tlmo extended another 
two weeks. Dozons oC tho prisoners 
subscribe for, newspapers and maga* 
zincs. Among these arc'many techni- 
cal journals.

In addition to the above protective 


measures, slash was burned on thi 
r>,M>:; acres of cut-over land. No pil- 
ing of slash was necessary because of 
the manner of lumbering followed at 
McCloud. The cost was £1 cents pei 
aero, or 1J.J cents per l.ooo feet logged 
which the forest service regards a1 


low.

"Jt Is llrmly believed that, even

bur on the ground, conservative lum- 
bering and lire protection will show a 
air rato of Interest on the Invest- 
ment, but that, barring exceptionally 
rapid advances In stumpage values, 
this rato of Interest will bo compara- 
tively small. There Is, Jiowever, an 
other argument In favor of protec- 
tion, namely, a continuance of the 
supply for tho mill. Thus, If leaving 
trees and protecting tho land will 
show a fair rate of Interest on the 
money Invested, It Is an entirely prac- 
tlcal plan from a business stand- 
point."
